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Police C hief Harold G. Ma- 
son was fired" from his job

— even corrosive — .effect. 

Now. the President aims 
his attacks at the private sec- 
tor white vowing at the same 
time to mainain "Govern- 
ment" expenditures overseas. 

If implemented by legisla- 
tive and executive action, the 
consequence of . the Admin- 
istration's program could be 
disastrous.

| Heart trouble, with 254 cas- 
es handled by the Coroner's 
office, was the .number one 
killer mLake County 

Traffic fatalities were next 
with 94 deaths resulting. This 
was a decrease of 18 from the 
previous year which had the 
all time county record of 113.. 

Suicides claimed 36 lives— I 
an increase of ,3 over 1060 
and drowning rose to 20 from 
a total of 11 the previous 
1966. year. Deaths from can- 
cer were reduced from 11 to 
5. 

There were 19 crib, deaths 
in 1967 — a rise qf 8 over 
1966.: The • following is a 
breakdown of the cases cov- 
ered and the. fatalities in 
Lake County: . .

Rt.^2,_Antloch, 
was re-elected to a tw*year 
term as director of PMA dis- 
trict 6 at the district's annual 
meeing a McHenry, Jan. 19. 
Other officers re-elected for 
the year ahead-are!'president f 
Ralph L. Nichols, Rt. 1, Ho 
hron; vice-president, Charles 
P.' Weingart, McHenry; sec- 
retary-treasurer, Mrs. Ferol 
Tomlinson, McHenry; rc-dis- 
trioting committeeman, Nor- 
| man E. Heinrich, Crystal 
Lake; resolutions committee- 
man, Ferdinand F. Dahle, 
Rt. 1,. Walworth, Wis.; and 
inter • cooperative relations 
'committeeman Ralph L. Nich- 
ols. 

Walter C. Kirchner, treas- 
urer* of Pure Milk Associatoin 
and principal speaker, said 
PMA is supporting the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's 
-recommended — Chicago re^ 
glonal Federal milk market 
order with two exceptions. 

The first exception is that 
the minimum Class I price 
proposed by USDA is too low. 
The other is that the North- 
western Indiana market order 
area should not be included. 
He said PMA heartily ap- 
proves thedepar lment rof-ag*- 
riculture's inclusion of filled 
milk as a Class I product ir« 
the Chicago regional order, 
and its elimination of the 
supply- demand adjuster 
which had consistently lower- 
ed the producer Class I price 
by 24 cents per cwt. 

Fortunately for dairy farm- 
csr, he asserted , a' strong 
marketing agency, Central 
Milk StHcju-Agency, has been 
established by Pure Milk As- 
sociation and the Association 
of Operating Cooperatives to 
bargain for higher producer 
prices and sell milk through 
the PMA Chicago market 
pool. CMSA, lie emphasized, 
is in a strong bargaining posi- 
tion to improve producer 
prices through superpool ne- 
gotiations under a market 
order. 

"Evidence of what can be 
done through farmers work- 
ing together is the current 
Chicago market price of $5.40 
for Class I milk— 35 cents 
per cwt. higher than the 
price recommended by USDA 
in the new order. We" be- 
lieve this $5.40 price can be 
maintained or improved, if 
the pooling provisions of the 
recommended decision arc 
put into 'effect," he stated. 

Kirchner announced that 
the PMA Chicago, market 
pool' will contribute to a $1 
million a year fun dfor ex- 
panding the advertising of 
fluid milk, on the Chiacago 
market. The program is 
scheduled to begin in Febru- 
ary.

CLAIMING STANDARD 
DEDUCTIONS VS. 
ITEMIZING DEDUCTIONS 

Should you claim the 
Standard Deduction, or item- 
ize your deductions? This is 
something each taxpayer has 
lo decide for himself, says E. 
C. Coylc, Jr., District Direc- 
tor of "the ^Internal Revenue 
Service for Northern Illinois. 
-If a taxpayer is a home- 
owner paying interest, and 
taxes, if he made unusually 
large contributions, paid 
ilarge medical expenses, or 
had a theft or other casualty 
loss, his tax will ordinarily be 
less if he itemizes deductions 
However, if the total of his 
deductions is less than either 
the 10% standard or the 
minimum standard deduc- 
tion, then it will probably be 
belter to take the standard 
deduction.^ 

Where married persons file 
separate returns both hus- 
band and wife must cither 
itemize deductions or claim 
the same type standard de- 
duction. A husband can't 
itemize while - his wifc~takes 
the standard deduction.

Soil data about a parcel of 
land is available without 
charge by request from the 
District Office Phone 438- 
6319. 

Forty-one thousand seed- 
ling trees have been ordered 
to date for planting in the 
spring of 1968. » 37,000 of 
these are to be planted by 
the District tree-planting ma- 
chine. For those who desire 
to plant their own trees, a 
new service is available this 
year. Five tree-planting bars 
(or dibbles) will be available 
on loan from the District of- 
fice. This method of plant- 
ing should be particularly 
helpful lo those who are pur- 
chasing the packet of 500 
treesand shrubs designedto 
attract wildlife.

TV & Send The 
Kids To Bed 

" Radnor, Pa. — Parents, es- 
pecially; father, should set 
hard arid fast rules on night- 
time television viewing for 
children and stick to them 
for family tranquility, a 
prominent psychologist said 
today. 

Dr. Haim G. Ginott, writ- 
ing in TV Guide magazine, 
said "bedtime becomes bed- 
lam time" in many homes be- 
cause children want to watch 
TV ■ as long as possible and 
their parents insist they go 
to bed. The result if often 
family chaos. Dr. Ginott is 
adjunct associate professor in 
the Dept. of Psychology of 
New York University. 

"The . evening becomes 
prime-nagging lime for moth- 
ers, and tactical-evasion time 
or' children. It is best that 
father, rather than mother, 
enforce the. bedtime laws. 
The rule should — be -stale d- 
lersely and firmly: 'At 8 (or 
.9 or 10) o'clock, air TV is off.' 
The tone should carry a clear 
message: 'This demand is for 
real. I mean business'." 

Dr. Ginott said on special 
occasions children should be 
the opportunity ' to 
an. outstanding , pro- 
gram scheduled after normal 
bedtime. In fact, he said par- 
ents should bring such pro- 
grams to the child's attention 
and the youngster will be re- 
assured of their interest and 



rlove. 

He also suggested that firm 
standards be established to 
avoid the modern American 
family conflict — homework 
vs. - television. Homework 
comes first, he said, whether 
done right after school or 
following dinner. 

Parents should take firm 
stands in such situations and 
children will be more appre-
